About two hundred workmen are cm- 


ployed in making the road and con- 
structing bridges across the marshy land 
this siile of Alviso, to wrve tor the lay- 
ing of rails and transit of freight and 
passengers from Dnmbnrton Point via 
Newark to that pla.-e. Tho narrow- 
gauge railway will not be completed 
through to thnt place as soon as antici- 
pated. It waa expected to have tho en- 
tiro work finished anil cars running 
about New Year's day. This might have 
been done but for « lanil slide in the 
mountains back of S»nt* Cruz. Tbe 
Director* of the road 
have made 


a contract with parties to gi-t nil 
the ties needed 
from those mount- 


ains and havo them delivered at Dum- 
barton Point in time for such, comple- 
tion of the road. But the late rains 
have caused »Inml-slide near where the 
ties were to come from, which makes it 
impossible to get them out and have 
them reiwly for use within two months 
of tho period agreed on. The directors 
have thus been delayed in their plaus, 
nnd been obliged to procure elsewhere, 
anil at higher rates, enough ties for lay- 
ing the track from the bay for some dis- 
tance south and west of Newark. That 
distance will probably be 
completed 


early in January next, bnt the rest 
of tho way will remain 
unfinished 
in all probability until tho tatter part 
of next March, It must be completed 
by the first of April next, or there will 
be a forfeiture incurred for breach of 
contract, which tho directors will take 
good care to prevent. Thus the rains, 
which are generally beneficial, have 
caused delay in this important enter- 
prise. 
We learn that the citizens of 


Santa Clara have subscribed nearly forty 
thousand dollars to extend tho road to 
their plffce, and will probably raiae 
twelve "thousand more to secure the road 
and work-shops for their beautiful little 
town. Wo regret this unavoidable ile- 
Iny, but presume that in the end it will 
work no great harm lo any who are in- 
terested in the enterprise.-pvltoieda In- 
dependent.

CAItrKXTTEa AS A POLITICIAN. 


Horace W. Carpentier, who assumed 


to rulo everything in the early days of 
Oakland, sought distinction as a legis- 
lator, but his politics, it may be readily 
assumed by those who know the reputa- 
tion of the man, were solely such ns 
tended to hlb personal nggraiitlizement. 
Iu 1852, he was elected to tho Legisla- 
ture to represent Contra Costs county. 
His he.it was contested, and he was 
ousted. 
He manned, howeier, to se- 


cure a re-ele<tion. To secure his choice 
in the appc/ialnient of County Attorney 
was a matter of solicitude with him. 
Overtures were made to varior, parties 
in order to have things fixed to s.'it hi§ 
designs, but lie was mistruited by every- 
one, 
aud failed. 
During his term, how- 


ever, the divibion of the county, (one of 
his pot scheme? i, was effected, aud Ala- 
meda constructed out of Contra Costa 
and Satita Clara. Henry C. Smith, who 
then resided at Union City, and repre- 
sented Snnta Clara, must have the chief 
creditof this achievement. Between him 
and Carpentier niosc a sharp and expen- 
sive contest for the location of the county 
seat. 
This was the first of a series of 


squabbles which bat recently terminated. 
Carpentier, of course, wanted it in Oak- 
land, Smith wanted it at Union City; 
and between tho contending parties a 
compromise was proposed, which would 
locate it at San Leandro. Smith finally 
carried the day, and Union City was 
selected A few years later, by a vote of 
the people und by fraud, it was removed 
to San Lcaudro; but it having been dis- 
covered that there was some legal hitch 
in tho matter, it was again removed to 
Union City, until the Legislature met, 
when the removal to Ban Leandro was 
confirmed by that body. 
In 1872, a 


vote was taken, which resulted in favor 
of a removal to Oakland by a large ma- 
joritv. Brooklyn, just previous to this, 
had voted herself into Oakland, and tho 
Supervisors having the selection of the 
locality upon which to erect the Court- 
home, made choice of Brooklyn, which 
proved very distasteful to the people ot 
Oakland proper, who appealed to the 
last Legiilature for redress, and succeed- 
ed in having it finally located on one of 
the Broadway plazas, not far from the 
scene of Carpentier's early proceedings. 


HOW CAKPESTIEIl SKCCRID ADVANTAGES. 


One of the bones of contention in 


Alatnecla county for years has been the 
Lake Pernlta or Twelfth-street bridge, 
which now unite East with West Oak- 
land. The construction of this bridge 
was first proposed when Oakland was a 
part of Contra Costa. 
The Board of 


Supervisors undertook 
the work and 


gave the contract to one Oilman. Oil- 
man, 
however, did not get paid for his 
work, and Carpentier secured possession 
of the bridge as his personal property, 
erected a toll house and collected toll 
for several years. How he secured 
possession of the water front of Oak- 
land has been frequently referred to. 


IH THK TOILS OF Jk VIOn-AXCB COMMUTES. 


Carpentier once more nasrowly escaped 


hinging at tha hanSs of a Vigilance 
Committee, formed in the Bedwoods 
near San Antonio. Cattle stealing is 
now n crime mostly attributed to the 
Mexicans, but in the early days they 
were the aggrieved parties, and the new 
comers thought it no crime to carry off 
and slay the cattle of the ranchers that 
roamed around so plentifully. In the 
language of an early settler, "Everyone 
killed cuttle." The owners freely con- 
sented that settlers might kill and eat 
what they wanted, bnt not drire away or 
steal any. The stealing, however, was 
not confined to wild or Mexican cattle, 
and valuable imported American cattle 
ware frequently stolen and slaughtered. 
The evil became so great that it insti- 
gated the formation of a Vigilance Com- 
mittee for the punishment of thieves. 
On one occasion "Old Man Murray" 
lost twenty-five head of American cews, 
worth from ?150 to $300 each; and a 
neighbor of his, named Fallen, lost one 
hundred 
head, worth 
$G,000. Two 


Frenchmen, who butchered at San An- 
tonio (now Brooklyn), were caught 
slaughtering some of the stolen cattle, 
werelriedb,'' the Vigilance Committee, 
found guilty, and hanged from an oak 
tree near where the Presbyterian Church 
now stands. Murray discovered two 
men 
named 
Leonard 
and 
Moron 


in the act of slaughtering his cattle, 
back of Blaiz's restaurant, near the 
bridge. He had the thieves arrested and 
tried; bnt they got Carpentier to defend 
them, and he secured their acquittal. 
This 'BO exasperated the Vigilantes that 
they seized Carpentier's pirsoB, tried 
him tor complicity, and condemned him 
to be hanged. He was released, how- 
ever, on condition of bis paying for all 
the stolen cattle; bnt had a narrow 
escape from lynching.
